A HUKKIBLE STORY 

Heartrending Tales of Starvation, 
Suffering and Death 

Men, Women, Children and BabieH. 

Dying Like Flies 

When the starving hordes in West-j 
ern Asia are saved from starvation, 
they will be made self-supporting, ac¬ 
cording to the plans of the Ariueniun- 
Syrian Relief committee which will 
make an appeal for funds during the 
week of January 12. Formerly the 
Armenians were a prosperous happy 
race. Their home life was beautiful 
their farms productive, their daugh¬ 
ters beautiful. Then came the Turk. 
He massacred the father, stole the 
farm, turned the mother out of doors, 
multi la led the children, outraged the 
daughters and deported them all to 
the deserts to die. 

There are nearly 4,000,000 of these 
helpless, destitute people who must.be 
saved from starvation. Approximately 
700,000 Armenians are at this mo¬ 
ment homeless, starving and in want 
of clothing and common necessaries, 
scattered through Turkey. Asia Mi¬ 
nor, Syria and Mesopotamia. 

At least .‘!00,000 Greeks have been 
deported or are in danger of starva¬ 
tion. In Persia 1,000,000 are desti¬ 
tute; in Palestine and Egypt 100,- 
000; in Damascus 100,000; in Cau¬ 
casus 1100,000. The figures are appall¬ 
ing. The need is imperative. 

Today, only the remnants of the 
race remain. These refugees are 
hundreds of miles from their confis- 
- cated homes, starving, destitute and 
K dying like flies. What is left of them 
must be saved. They look to Amer¬ 
ica, the outstanding nation of the 
world, the leader in all that is good 
and uplifting. Will the people of 
America, enjoying peace and prosper¬ 
ity, fail to answer this plea of a help- 
lesB people? 

The American committee for Arme¬ 
nian and Syrian Relief will make a 
"drive for funds during the week of 
January 12. This community has a 
small quota which should be subscrib¬ 
ed immediately and a large oversub¬ 
scription obtained. Already the work 
of relief is going on in anticipation 
of the open-hearted response of the 
American people to a truly worthy 
. uppeal. 

NOTES 

Information coming out of Persia, 
Mesopotamia, Palestine and other 
parts of Western Asia, tells of the 
suffering of the Armenian and Pers¬ 
ian refugees and exiles; of people dy¬ 
ing in the streets of Teheran of starv- 
ttion; of babies clinging to the life¬ 
less bodies of their mothers; of wo¬ 
men so emanated so helpless from 
lack of nourishment they verge on 
insanity. 

*** 

“I saw,” said a relief worker, “a 
man lying supported on another man s 
knee. This man had stuffed some 
bits of bread into the fallen man’s 
mouth, but the poor jaws did not 
move. The mouth remained opened, 
the eyes glazed. The second man beg¬ 
ged me for money to get a glass of 
hot tea which perhaps the other man 
might drink." 

With that picture before the peo¬ 
ple of America, it does not seem con¬ 
ceivable that the response to the ap¬ 
peal for funds to help the destitute 
Armenians will not be answered doub¬ 
ly. The call comes the week of Jan¬ 
uary 12. Eevry cent contributed will

Father and brother had been killed 
and mother and sisters driven out of 
their home and herded with other 
Armenians for deportation to the des¬ 
erts. Then her mother and sisters died 
and the child wandered on, beaten and 
abused. When she reached the head¬ 
quarters of the American Relief 
workers she had not seen a cake of 
soap in three years. She is now in 
an orphanage and the best she gets 
is far less than what she had lost. It 
is a single case. There are 400,000 
orphans like this one and it is up to 
the people of this country to make it 
possible to help them. A drive for 
funds for Armenian and Syrian re 
lief will be held the week of January 
12. Millions of dollars are needed. 
Everyone must help. It means life or 
death to those Christian refugees and 
exiles in Turkey, Mesopotamia, I’er- 
sia and other sections of the East. 

*** 

American Red Cross during the past 
eighteen months has contributed $4,- 
590,000 to the American committee 
for Armenian and Syrian relief. Red 
Cross relief does not overlap that of 
the committee as we have kept out 
of their field on basis that relief work 
in this territory has already been well 
handled by them therefore we have co¬ 
operated with them by contributions 
instead of organizing new units for 
this field.

Pleading for assistance on behalf 
of small oppressed nations and spec¬ 
ifically mentioning Armenia, the pu¬ 
pal letter presented to President Wil¬ 
son in Paris by Monsigno» Cerretti, 
expressed the attitude oi the Pope 
toward these people regardless of race 
or religion. The Pope asked the Pres¬ 
ident to help oppressed nationalities 
to realize their ambitions.

Vice-president Marshall in a re¬ 
cent statement said that the suffer¬ 
ings of Belgium at the bunds of the 
Germans seemed to him mild in com¬ 
parison to the brutalities exhibited t>.. 

Turkey toward Armenia.

Armenia is open for relief. The 
millions of starving and destitute vic¬ 
tims of Turkish cruelties can be 
reached with aid. Orphans, 400,000 
of them, are crying for food and 
shivering in rags. It is to help these 
people, to supply their immediate 
wants, to make it possible for them 
to become self-supporting that the 
Armenian-Syrian relief committee is 
asking for funds during the week of 
January 12. This community is ex¬ 
pected to subscribe its quota.

That conditions in Armenia are ap¬ 
palling, that help must be sent im¬ 
mediately to staiving women and ba¬ 
bies, is shown by a letter sent out of j 
Armenia by the daughter ol Dr. I*. 
G. Coan. Writing to her father she 
says: " Icould not go to sleep last 
night because of the wailing outside 
my window, and going out the next 
morning 1 found throe Armenian wo¬ 
men hud starved to death and crawl¬ 
ing over them were three helpleHS ba¬ 
bes, wondering why their mothers did 
not wake up and pay attention to 
them. Father do they know in Amer¬ 
ica? Do they realize?" America will 
have the opportunity the week of 
January 12 to contribute to the re¬ 
lief of the sturving and destitute* Ar¬ 
menians and Syrians when a drive 
for funds will be made. This commu¬ 
nity will have a share in it.

THAT GOOD OLD RAIL FENCE 


Ancient and Honorable and CenvenI 
ent Institution Thet Held Hon¬ 
ored Place on the Farm.

Among the once necessaries of farm 
life that reflected prodigality in the 
use of valuable timber was the old 
rail fence, observes the Columbus Dis¬ 
patch. Like many other almost by¬ 
gones of rural life, its place in farm 
wastefulness now Is well established 
and yet It had its uses for which the 
present straight line wire fenclug can¬ 
not qualify. 

The old rail fence’s serrated 
stretches were the homes of small ani¬ 
mal life that now are rapidly disap¬ 
pearing. Around Its timbers there grew 
the uncultivated blackberry, with Its 
sister, the raspberry, and among its 
recesses there thrived the elder whose 
fruit once was coveted pie material 
and whose blossoms were the founda- 
tion for elderberry wine that matrons 
served of a winter evening when the 
neighbors gathered. 

The rail fence, with Its invariable 
undergrowth, was the favorite protec¬ 
tion for Bob White in winter, and 
from its top ho sang in the warmer 
seasons. Beneath, the little ground 
squirrel burrowed. From safe re¬ 
treat he chattered If some intruder 
came near to annoy him as he was 
busily engaged in gathering his store 
of food for the snow time. • 

To the harvest hand it afforded pro¬ 
tection at the end of the long row for 
e brief respite and its corners formed 
shaded nooks under which the water 
jug might he kept.

house. The combination of these three 
materials does not produce a patchy 
finish, but they harmonize beautifully. 
The brick are used in the foundation 
walls from grade to the sills, and in 
the porch railing wall. The sides of 
the house are finished with beveled 
siding up to the second floor, and with 
shingles the rest of the way to the 
roof. If the shingles are stained some 
fairly dark tint and the beveled siding 
is painted some light color or white, 
with the window sash dark, the effect 
produced is very pleasing.

Of course, when an extension is 
roofed It should he with the same ma¬ 
terial as the original roof. 

Sometimes a flat roof is used in con¬ 
nection with a pitched roof, and it can 
be made attractive at that by some 
simple means—a railing or balustrade 
joining the original roof often is the 
solution. 

The most frequent reason for add¬ 
ing nn extension is to gain one or 
more bedrooms; quite often a bedroom 
is desired downstairs; mother is grow¬ 
ing older and It will be easier for her 
to be “downstairs.” So what is more

PAY YOUR SUBSCRIPTION 


One of the federal rules, made ne¬ 
cessary by war measure was that no 
weekly newspaper should carry de¬ 
linquent subscribers and while the 
News has not lived strictly up to this 
rule, in the future it intends to do 
so. 

The subscription price is a trifle 
and in most cases, may be paid as 
well in advance as allowed to drag 
several years in arrears as is the case 
with some on the list. However, we 
do not wish to work a hardship on 
a single subscriber, and if it is not 
convenient to pay the cash at this 
time, the amount may be paid by note 
but settlement must be made, so that 
if a federal inspector should check 
up our list we would be in the clear.

He Has No Family 

By David Hinshaw 

A little boy, one of the 400,000 homeless, or¬ 
phaned starving waifs which the Committee for 
Relief m the Near East is caring for, after being 
washed, fed and put to bed, cried for bread. When 
the worker gave him bread he went to sleep, with 
it tightly clutched in his little hand. When asked 
later on why he was not eating the bread he said 
with piteous intensity “I don’t want it to eat, I 
just want to—to, hold it in my hand”. 

A form of punishment frequently practiced in 
American homes is sending a child to bed without 
his supper. The entire household is disturbed 
throughout the evening over the thought of the 
hunger of the little one so punished. Some warm 
hearted member of the family, most frequently 
the mother, is quite likely to carry food to the 
little culprit. 

Our hearts are moved and rightly moved at 
such a time. Our punished child has family, 
home, friends and food, except for one evening 
The little fellow in the Near East who wanted 
only to “To—to hold it in my hand” had neither 
family nor home. He had for friends only those 
persons in distant America who had contributed 
to keep him alive. He was hungry, not for one 
evening, but weak and pitiful from long starva¬ 
tion. No misdeed of nis caused this gnawing 
hunger. A cruel war and a barbaric practice were 
responsible for his condition. Seventeen cents a 
day, five dollars a month will care for him and 
each of the hundreds of thousands of needy chil¬ 
dren of his race. Shall America leave him with¬ 
out home, bed, food or friends i He has no 
family.

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SIGNAL AT DANGEROUS CURVE 


Automatic Apparatus Eliminates Haz¬ 
ard Where it Is imperative Cars 
Should Not Meet. 


The danger signal herewith illus¬ 
trated is now in operation in Cali¬ 
fornia, and h.\.s been so efficient in 
eliminating the hazard at a certain 
sharp, blind curve that a petition has 
been circulated, favoring the installa¬ 
tion of the device at other dangerous 
turns and blind crossings. 

At the particular turn where the sig¬ 
nal has been tried, the road is so nar¬ 
row that it is absolutely necessary that 
-nrs should not meet; if they do, there 
will either be a collision or a hack¬ 
ing out by one of them to the neck of 
the bottle. Moreover, the curve is 
sharp and blind. 

The apparatus which has beqn put 
in to meet this condition consists of a 
trigger trap in a box 12 inches wide 
and any desired length. This is bur¬ 
ied level with the surface of the high¬ 
way, with the trigger projecting 
about two inches above the trap. 
When t his trigger is run over by an au¬ 
tomobile the wheel presses it down¬ 
ward, and in this way pulls a wire

A public setiool princi¬ 
pal regrets that his teachers are only 
giving one ami a half hours a week to 
the study of music. He regrets this, 
because tie says through music and its 
educational value yifting people become 
better citizens, more useful members 
of society and more effective servants 
of the state. 

But now a man comes forward nnd 
submits figures to show that musicians 
give the Jails a wide berth. Out of 
a total of about 150.000 professional 
musicians In the United States it is 
said there are only about fifteen In 
the nine largest penitentiaries through¬ 
out the republic. Tills makes a good 
showing when the corresponding fig¬ 
ures r.re considered—-39 out of only 
57,000 hunkers in these penitentiaries; 
32 nut of 115,000 lawyers, 22 out of 
150.000 physicians nnd fl out of 35,00 
painters or artists. It begins to loo 
ns If music keeps you out of Jail, or a’ 
least helps to.

The dan¬ 
ger indication consists merely in mo 
tion of the signal arm, not In any par¬ 
ticular position thereof; and a ear 
which is near enough to the signal post 
lo enable Its driver to see such mo¬ 
tion will not reach the curve until the 
signaling car has pnssed off it.—

was finished, the whole allied fleet 
steamed buck to open sea, while the 
United States chasers remained nnd 
kept ii| the defense until it was ob¬ 
vious no more submarines were forth¬ 
coming. 

“We soon got into formation and 
under full speed headed out to sea and 
picked up the main fleet. The town of 
Durazzo was bombed by planes from 
5 a. m. every half hour until after we 
finished. The results were ns follows: 
One big Austrian transport sunk and 
two large supply stiips; one large 
Austrian destroyer and one torpedo- 
boat; at least four submarines sunk 
nnd one Austrian plane brought down. 
Our whole fleet returned intact, with 
no casualties, and IMirazzo Is no more. 

“We Intereepted an Austrian hos¬ 
pital ship and sent a boarding party 
aboard and found 200 Austrian sol¬ 
diers aboard wlm were wounded dur¬ 
ing the early bombardment. 

“It appears that some were just 
leaving the transport and others were 
stationed in the town when they met 
their fate. There were a number of 
nurse's aboard and when they saw the 
t'nited States chasers they rushed to 
the rail to wave to the American 
gobs.” 

“We turned the ship free afte. .curd 
nnd lot It proceed hack to the Aus¬ 
trians. even though the crew and 
nurses seemed quite pleased at being 
made prisoners by the Americans. 

"This scheme was brought about 
mainly through the efforts of our cap¬ 
tain and commander In charge of this 
fleet. He is a real American scrapper 
nnd lias enough reserve American 
"pep" to supply the whole allied fleets 
here. lie is an old I’nltcd States navy 
man and hero of the Spanish-Amerl- 
can war.”

and the first to draw fire from the 
land batteries.

“After a short run, dropping light 
depth charges on It. we blew the sub¬ 
marine clear out of the water. 

“Another chaser pounced on an¬ 
other submarine as it was about to 
discharge a torpedo into the fleet of 
warships and a few more ash cans 
(depth charges) sent one more llun 
pirate and its crew on its final sub¬ 
mergence. Still another unit of chas¬ 
ers saved at least two first-class de¬ 
stroyers from mines by cutting in 
across their bow and sinking mines 
by gunfire which lay dead ahead in 
the destroyer's course. 

At times during the bombardment, 
when we would be In n certain position 
as a broadside was being delivered, 
Ihe concussion would he great enough 
to roll our light craft ns though In a 
heavy sea.

Destroyed. 


Waukegan. TIL— How the American, 
Italian and I’.rilish sailors destroyed 
the enemy fleet and reduced Durazzo, 
Albania, the mighty Austrian naval 
base, to ruins, Is graphically told in 
an unoonsored letter by George Miltl- 
rnore of Waukegan, stationed on a 
t’nited Slates submarine chaser. In a 
letter to Thomas II. McCann, as fol¬ 
lows : 

“We are Just returning from an at¬ 
tack we made on i»i Austrian port. 
American submarine chasers co-oper¬ 
ated with allied marines in destroy¬ 
ing a strong Austrian submarine reu- 
dlzlon and port of disembarkation. 
We left our base last week and put 
Info an Italian port. 

“A few days Inter we shoved off for 
Purazzo, an Albanian town captured 
early In the war by the Austrians and 
til.'tied Into an Austrian submarine 
base and port of disembarkation for 
Austrian troops on tlieir way to the 
Macedonian front. 

"We maneuvered over the fortifica¬ 
tions for about an hour when the 
English light cruisers and destroyers 
and torpedo boats, with the Italian 
battleship, destroyers and torpedo 
boats nnd English and French sub¬ 
marines appeared on the horizon, 
hearing down on ns at full speed. 
Our ship had the exceptional honor of 
being flagship of Ihe squadron, which 
represented Uncle Sam In the scrap. 

“We were assigned to submarine 
nnd torpedo defense for the other 
ships, aiwl were the first ship in line
